Should Foreign Missions Be Continued ? 


Strange things are happening in the Church. In 
January, 1930,a Laymen’s Foreign Mission Inquiry was 
instituted at a meeting of laymen. An Appraisal Com- 
mission was a result, sponsored by laymen 6f seven lead- 
ing Protestant denominations: Baptist, Congregational, 
Dutch Reformed, Episcopal, Methodist Episcopal, 
Presbyterian, and United Presbyterian. The Chair- 
man of the Appraisal Commission is Dr. William E. 
Hocking, Professor of Philosophy at (Unitarian) 
Harvard University. Other well-known Modernists 
are on the Commission. The central question that 
the inquiry was established to consider is, Shall 
Foreign Missions Continue? The ange ag has 
now returned to the United States from its trip to 
the Far East and an elaborate report is being made 
public. Recommendations of far-reaching changes in 
the plan and scope of missionary work in the Far 
East will be made. Such questions as the following 
will be answered: Have Foreign Missions finished 
their work? Is there a decline in their value to the 
Far East? What should be the attitude of Protes- 
tant Christianity toward the non-Christian religions 
of the East? Before the Appraisal Commission went 
abroad, the Institute of Social and Religious Research 


undertook a first-hand study “of the relevant facts,” 
and sent a corps of research workers to the three 
Far-Eastern fields, China, India, and Japan. Five 
volumes will give the facts collected by these research 
workers! The Christian public will, of course, be 
greatly relieved (!) to know that the Appraisal Com- 
mission makes this declaration at the start: “That 
these missions should go on, with whatever changes, 
we regard as beyond serious question.” A good many 
Christian people would suppose that it is hardly nec- 
essary for an Appraisal Commission to pass judgment 
upon the Great Commission, and that our Lord him- 
self decided how long missions should continue — 
“even unto the end of the age.” The Commission 
hastens to add that its verdict for continuance offers 
no ground “for a renewed appeal for the support, 
much less for the enlargement, of these missions in 
their present form and on their present basis,” for 
“there is necessity for change.” How pathetic and 
empty is all this wisdom of men in its futile and 
impotent contrast with the word of the Lord Jesus 
Christ: “All power is given unto me in heaven and 
in earth. Go ye therefore, and teach all nations, bap- 
tizing them in the name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost: teaching them to observe 
all things whatsoever I have commanded you: and, 
lo, I am with you alway, even unto the end of the 
age. Amen.”

Southern Califortita, like Palestine, is hemmed in 
by desert, mountain range, and sea, You can neither 
reach it nor leave it without their challenge. 

Do you remember Dr. Holmes’ comparison of the 
mountain and the sea? He says you can domesticate 
mountains, but that the sea is feline, remorseless, 
and untamable. The sea, deceptive, cruel, serpentine 
ert accurate a symbol of the unregenerate human 

eart 

The desert is like the mountain in that you can 
domesticate it and live on friendly terms with it. 
Many come to love and never want to leave it. Grim, 
stark, savage, repellent, yet it is honest. It fore- 
warns you of its dangers. It tells you to bring your 
water with you, and not to come at all without some 
knowledge of its conditions. If you fail to heed its 
warning and it lays your bones out to bleach on” some 
nameless dune, your friends cannot blame the desert. 

But if you heed its warnings the desert will treat 
you kindly. Like the Christian’s strait and narrow 
way it will lead you to rich and beautiful things. It 
may lead you all unexpectedly to a bubbling spring

of cool, sweet water, with some cottonwood trees 
around it and, like as not, some flowers and a patch 
of the most vividly green alfalfa you ever saw. And 
as you drink your capacious fill and laye your grimy 
hands and face in its grateful coolness you will think 
of the wells of salvation and of the water that speaks 
of eternal life. 

The desert, silent, gray, implacable, will harden 
your muscles and otherwise teach you an endurance 
that is a reminder of that other endurance which is 
“unto the end.” 

The desert, if you have eyes to see and ears to hear, 
will school you in lessons about the gold of God's 
righteousness, the silver of redemption, and the pre- 
cious stones that stud the walls of the City Not Made 
with Hands. 

The desert will take you into its confidence and 
whisper in your ear wonder stories of its long, long 
past. . It will tell you what it is doing now (for it 
is.never idle); of the tools it woxks with—tools of 
wind and weather; of chemical action, of rain, of 
heat and cold, and so on—and of its plans for the 
future. And, on some still night under its blazing 
stars, it will commune with you of the God who “in 
the beginning” fashioned these things; of the sin 
that wrought such havoc; and of a future indescrib- 
ably beautiful. 

The desert, if you will but wait its time and moods, 
will show you beauties you never dreamed of; for 
the desert, gaunt and graceless as it seems at ‘first, 
is the very home of beauty. 

It very quickly began showing our vacation cara- 
van of two heavily loaded cars these beauties. Leav- 
ing Los Angeles at three-thirty one afternoon, we

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reached the summit of Cajon Pass in the San Ber- 
nardino mountains just in time to watch the sun signal 
his farewells against the sky far out over the Pacific. 
Fertile valley below us, untamed desert stretching 
away to the east and north, giant mountains and sun- 
set sea! Oh, how good to be alive and to know the 
Maker of it all! Supper at Victorville a few miles 
down, then away for an all-night drive to avoid the 
heat of the day. But ag Ludlow we had to wait 
several hours while the af%o surgeons operated on a 
car for a broken valve spring. But (Rom. 8:28) the 
start at four-thirty was just right for the sunrise. 
And such a sunrise! The great eye of the day 
seemed to outdo himself just for our benefit. The 
desert landscape became a riot of color. Every black, 
volcanic butte was hung about with tapestries of vio- 
let and blue and gold. Every gaunt, stark, far-off 
peak and range wore gauzy garments of lilac and rose 
and vermilion. Every desolate dry wash flaunted its 
coverlet of turquoise, mauve, and lavender. And, as 
the desert sun rose higher and dark mountain fast- 
nesses were shot through with golden light, the cur- 
tains of the vast stage were shifted moment by 
moment, gorgeous view replaced gorgeous view, and 


splendor succeeded splendor as the Great Artist's brush~ 


swept peak and pinnacle, crag and cliff, and boulder- 
strewn mesa. ’ 

The mid-day desert sun burns and smoulders in 
the molten sky; but glory at the start and glory at 
the finish mark his daily journey. 

And is it not so, partially at least, in the Chris- 
tian’s life experience? What borri-again soul does 
not remember the glory that came when the burden 
first “rolled away”? And they say (and may we not 
believe?) that there are unspeakable glories that only 
the rapt and parting soul may know. Glory at the 
beginning, ineffable glory when the sun of this brief 
day sets and the eternal day begins. 

Yet our Father may, and often does, open the 
heavens for us as we live through the mid-day hours. 
Our party had reached a scenic point in the Kaibab 
National Forest in Northern Arizona, and the women 
began exclaiming, “Oh! Oh! Isn’t> that beautiful!” 
And one of the party, who is a dry humorist, remarked 
as he stopped the car, “This must be the Oh, Oh 
Point.” 

God gives us many “Qh, Oh” points to gladden 
the tedious hours of our lives. 

The Grand Canyon! One must not attempt to de- 
scribe it. It is indescribable. You cannot compare 
it to anything else you or your audience have ever 
seen, for there is nothing else like it anywhere. In 
sublime majesty and splendor it stands alone. There 
it is as God made it from the beginning ; you are awed 
and speechless. The primal world here speaks with 
dumb lips; it communes with itself of long-gone ages, 
wholly unconscious of today’s petty things. 

A party of us walked down the Bright Angel Trail 
as far as Indian Gardens, half way to the Colorado 
River. The whole distance is seven miles down and 
“seventy-seven miles back.” After resting at the 
Gardens, where there is water and shade, we started 
back. Athletes know well what the “second wind” is. 
We needed that second wind. We were advised against 
sitting dewn by the trail side to rest. “Stop and take 
a few deep breaths,” we were told, “and let your 
heart catch up, but don’t sit down; keep on going.” 

Happy the hiker, on a trip like this, whose muscles 
are hardened, and whose heart action has been trained 
by daily exercise to meet this kind of test. And 
happy the Christian whose spiritual muscles are hard- 
ened by constant contact with God through his Word 
and exercise in prayer to meet the crises that come 
to us all, sooner or later. 

The Colorado River, we were authoritatively told, 
carries a million tons of silt past a given point every 
twenty-four hours; a problem for the builders of 
Boulder Dam. to deal with, How much dirt of sin 
does the river of human life in a single large city 
carry in a day, do you suppose? This is a problem 
for God to deal with. 

The common sage brush of the desert, like the apple, 
peach, and other orchard trees, belongs to the rose 
family. The yucca plant, out of the roots of which 
the Mexicans make soap, as does also the common 
garden onion, belongs to the lily family. Thus does 
our kind heavenly Father provide for our material 
needs and our spiritual and esthetic needs with equal 
care. 

The most savage and unfriendly plant of the desert 
is the cactus. You just can’t get chummy with a 
cactus. And yet once in fifteen years it sends up a 
tall central shoot and bears a most beautiful flower. 
And so does many an unpromising human plant, by 
God’s grace and power, — some drunkard or harlot or 
atheistic blasphemer,— blossom into a saint. 

One car of our party turned back at the Grand Can- 
yon, but the rest of us turned our faces toward the 
Painted Desert. 

It. began. raining the “morning we “started: The 
ranger at Desert View Point was -non-committal. 
“Dangerous road ahead,” he said, “especially in this 
weather. I. won't .advise> you.” : 

Two of us got out in the pouring rain and-put the 


skid chains on, and we started.. A married couple in 
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our party, one is sorry to say, were Christian Scien- 
tists. Their philosophy is, under all circumstances, 
to “keep calm.” Or, as our humorist expressed it, 
“Keep clam.” 

Well, the Christian Scientists “kept clam,” or tried 
to, but one of us did more; he prayed. ° As we worked 
our dangerous way down that mountainside and around 
those sharp curves, with the mud and water in places 
up to the running boards, the intercessor shut his eyes 
and held the power of God over that car. Twice it 
was on the point of tipping over. Twice it all but 
stalled in the mud. : 

Finally we reached better road and toward evening 
we crossed the Little Colorado at Cameron and found 
ourselves out in the Painted Desert. Color, color 
everywhere! Color under us and all around us. The 
hills streaked and banded with color. Blessings sand- 
wiched in between trials! 

That night, being tired, we did not put up the tent. 
Clear sky, no sign of rain. The two women slept in 
the car, the rest of us in the open. 

At midnight it began to rani, Another chance to 
“keep clam,” and pray. We scurried around and got 
the tent up. Then clouds parted and the stars looked 
down and laughed at us. 

The next day, after inspecting the three-hundred- 
year-cld Hopi Indian town of Moenkopi, we turned 
westward again, and that day crossed the Celorado 
River at the new Lee’s Ferry bridge, near where the 
Mormon, Lee, who instigated the Mountain Meadow 
Massacre, was finally captured and shot. 

We passed through House Rock Valley and the 
Vermillion Cliffs and camped far out on what was once 
the Circle-Bar cattle ranch. Then we drove up into 
the Kaibab National Forest and to the North Rim 
of the Grand Canyon. 

After camping one night among the whispering 
pines of the Kaibab woods we made a long drive 
to Zion Canyon National Park, in Southern Utah. 
The entrance to this park is through the Mount Car- 
mel tunnel, more than a mile in length and cut through 
solid rock. 

Here we attended a Sunday evening lecture given 
by a ranger-naturalist. He spoke of the history of 


this canyon and region. He spoke of the hardships the . 


pioneers endured. It was not a life of picturesque 
adventure merely, but a life of sacrifice. He told 
of a baby that was born during a time of flood, with 
eight men holding the bed upon which the expectant 
mother lay, up out of the water that reached their 
waists. Within thirty feet of where the pioneer 
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house stood now rufs a paved road where autoists 
ride at their ease forty miles an hour. Sacrifice! 

And one of us thought of the sacrifice on Calvary’s 
Cross that meant so much more to the world than 
paved highways. 

Going home from the lecture that evening one of 
us got lost. A camper who had gone to bed accosted 
him, and he told of his predicament. 

“T’ll give you a match,” he said. 

The matches kindly offered were thankfully ac- 
cepted, but the wanderer wondered what good matches 
would do in that vast region. The camp was finally 
found without the aid of the matches. Man’s wis- 
dom says to a man lost in a thousand square miles of 
trackless wilderness, “Here’s a match, brother, find 
your way home.” Lost men need more than matches, 
they need the light of God’s stars and the contour of 
God’s distant mountain ranges. They need God’s Holy 
Word and his hand to lead them. 

The Mormons have given sacred names to this 
canyon— Zion, West Temple, East Temple, Great 
White Throne, The Three Patriarchs, Angels’ Rest, 
and more. No human foot, they say, has ever pressed 
the top of “The Great White Throne,” and “West 
Temple”; mountains of solid sandstone rising a sheer 
half mile above the canyon floor. At the head of this 
canyon is “Mystery Mountain,” so called because no 
record exists of anyone’s ever having seen its “other 
side. 

Are there any “Mystery Mountains” in our spir- 
itual knowledge and experience? Are there any 
lofty mountains of victory that we have never climbed? 
Sometime, if we are faithful, we shall see the other 
side of every mountain; sometime we shall reach every 
height, even to the farthest star! 

Then we turned homeward; down from the cool 
forests and the lofty elevations to the blasting desert 
heat and the endless sage-grown mesas. The last 
morning we arose at four-thirty, packed, drove fifty 
miles and ate our breakfast under the scant shade of 
a palo verde tree in a gale of furnace-like heat. 

On a stretch of straight, smooth road the driver, 
giving’ his older daughter a lesson in driving, said: 

“On approaching a blind turn keep close to the 
right; you don’t know what is beyond.” 

Good advice! Life is full of blind turns; keep close 
to God; you don’t know what is beyond. 

Home! Seventeen hundred miles. Without a punc- 
ture or serious mishap of any kind. Two “spares” 
but neither of them needed. Good car, good driver, 
extreme care, “keeping calm,” — and prayer. 





Paul’s Part in the New 
Testament — A Correction 


Just what is meant by the statement in your edi- 
torial “Is the Whole Bible Inspired?” (Aug. 6, page 


410, column 2): “Paul was used of God to write 
the greater part of the New Testament” ?—An Ore- 
gon reader. ; 


The statement was a mistake, and should not have 
been made. Paul was “used of God,” —that is, in- 
spired of the Holy Spirit,—to write more books 
of the New Testament than any other writer, but 
not “the greater part of the New Testament.” There 
are twenty-seven books in the New Testament, and 
of these Paul wrote thirteen,—leaving out of con- 
sideration the Epistle to the Hebrews; the authorship 
of this is not definitely known, although some sound 
and scholarly Bible commentators, including the late 
Dr. C. I. Scofield, have held that “the reference in 
2 Peter 3:15 seems conclusive that Paul was the 
writer. See also Hebrews 13:23.” If Hebrews is 
included among Paul’s writings, then fourteen of the 
twenty-seven books of the New Testament, or more 
than half, were written by Pcual. 

But even so, the greater part of the New Testa- 
ment is of other authorship. Thus in an edition of 
the Bible giving the text only, without notes or 
references, the four Gospels and Acts make 183 pages; 
James to Revelation inclusive make 39 pages; Paul’s 
Epistles, including Hebrews, make 89% pages. Thus 
we have, of the total New Testament in this English 
edition of 311% pages, 89% of Paul’s authorship if 
Hebrews is included, and 222 pages of other author- 
ships, — Matthew, Mark, Luke, John, James, Peter, 
and Jude. If Hebrews is attributed to another author 
than Paul, we have 76% pages of Paul’s authorship, 
and 235 pages of other authors. 

The Editor of THe SunpAy ScHoot TIMEs regrets 
his, mistaken statement concerning Paul’s writings and 
is grateful to the Qregon reader -for calling attention 
to it. In actual bulk, or number of words, Paul did 
not write the greater part of the New Testament. 
But it. is, a notable fact. (although this was not the 
point intended in the mistaken statement in the Trmes) 
that to Paul alone was committed, and through him 





alone was given to the Church and the world, the 
full unfolding of the Gospel and the doctrines of 
grace. As Dr. Scofield says in his Reference Bible, 
introducing the Epistles of Paul: 

“The Epistles of the Apostle Paul have a very dis- 
tinctive character. All Scripture, up to the Gospel 
accounts of the crucifixion, looks forward to the cross, 
and has primarily in view Israel, and the blessing of 
the earth through the Messianic kingdom. But ‘hid 
in God’ (Eph. 3:9) was an unrevealed fact —the 
interval of time between the crucifixion and resurrec- 
tion of Christ and His return in glory; and an. un- 
revealed purpose —the outcalling of the ecclesia, the 
church which is Christ’s body. In Matthew 16, our 
Lord announced that purpose, but wholly without ex- 
planation as to how, when, or of what materials, that 
church should be built, or what should be its position, 
relationships, privileges, or duties. 

“All this constitutes precisely the scope of the Epis- 
tles of Paul. They develop the doctrine of the church. 
In his letters to seven Gentile churches (in Rome, 
Corinth, Galatia, Ephesus, Philippi, Colosse, and Thes- 
salonica), the church, the ‘mystery which from 
the beginning of the world hath been hid in God’ 
(Eph. 3:9) is fully revealed, and fully instructed as 
ye gs unique place in the counsels and purposes of 


“Through Paul alone we know that the church is 
not an organization,’ but an organism, the body of 
Christ ;.instinct with His life, and heavenly in calling, 
promise, and destiny. Through him alone we know 
the nature, purpose, and form of organization of local 
churches, and the right conduct of such gatherings. 
Through him alone do we know that ‘we shall not all 
sleep,’ that ‘the dead in Christ shall rise first,’ and 
that living saints shall be ‘changed’ and caught up to 
meet the Lord in the air at His return. 

“But to Paul was also committed the unfolding of 
the doctrines of grace which were latent in the teach- 
ings of Jesus Christ. Paul. originates nothing, but 
unfolds everything, concerning the nature and purpose 
of the law; the ground and means of the believer’s 
justification, sanctification, and glory; the meanings 
of the death of Christ, and the position, walk, expecta- 
tion, and service of the Christian.” 
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Helping Students to Do Personal Work

A practical plan with which the University Bible Clubs 


furnish Christian college students 
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Course, fully described in the last article in 

this series, has been the development of a 
new method of student-to-student evangelism, whereby 
young people in the University Bible Clubs are given 
an effective plan for reaching other young people for 
Christ. The appalling ignorance on the part of Amer- 
ican youth concerning the Bible and its message is 
one of the greatest barriers to evangelistic effort on 
the university campus. There are three preliminary 
steps that must be taken before the average student 
can be reached for Christ: First, his interest must 
be aroused; second, his prejudice must be overcome; 
and third, his ignorance concerning the Bible must be 
supplanted by a positive presentation of the truth. 
That this cannot all be done in one interview or 
through attendance at one service goes without say- 
ing. A careful approach must be made and a 
basis for common understanding and discussion 
developed. If you urge the average young per- 
son today to accept the redemptive work of Christ 
as an atonement for his sins, he will not know what 
you are talking about. It is necessary to define, ex- 
plain, illustrate, in order that he may gain a clear 
apprehension of the truth. 

Because of these fundamental questions that must 
be faced in any intelligent approach to the problems 
of evangelism on the university campus, it has been 
necessary to work out a new method of personal work. 
The old message of Christ who gave his life as a 
ransom for many remains the only hope of the modern 
university student, but to give that message to him 
requires careful forethought. The plan that has been 
developed is very simple. The Christian student serves 
as the messenger; the Word of God presents the mes- 
sage; the new Special Studies developed in connection 
with the Devotional Bible Course provide the method. 

Stated briefly, the method employed in this new plan 
of evangelism is as follows: 

After special training and using methods which have 
been worked out through practical experience on the 
campus, the Bible Club member seeks to persuade 
some fellow student to make a four-weeks’ personal 
laboratory study of the Bible, using the Devotional 
Bible Course as a basis of study. During this four 
weeks the Bible Club member serves as an advisor to 
the student who is taking the Course, meeting with 
him a half hour each week for a personal conference 
in which they discuss various questions brought up 
by the study. This gives four opportunities for the 
advisor to deal with the student, making possible the 
gradual approach to the question of acceptance of 
Christ as personal Sayjour and Lord cf the life. 

One day’s lesson from the first week is here given 
to illustrate the way in which the advisor is aided in 
his endeavor to win his fellow student to the Lord 
Jesus Christ.

The Approach to and Claims of the Bible 
First Day —The Scientific Approach 


Introduction: How are we to regard the Bible? 
Is it the best Book in the world or is it the worst? 
Is it a true Book or is it a false book? Is it God’s 
Book or is it man’s book? Is the Bible a vital book 
in such a realm of books as is found on a modern 
university campus? Can its age-old message still 
satisfy the human heart and at the same time meet 
the intellectual requisites of the scientific mind? This 
Course is intended to help you to answer these ques- 
tions for yourseif.

Proverbs 23: 23.—This passage bids us give any 
price to get the truth, but to take no price to part 
with it. 

2 Thessalonians 5: 21-23—We are here challenged 
with the importance of scientifically testing that which 
we have received, retaining that which is good and 
abstaining from that which is evil. 

Copy the above in your notebook for this first day, 
together with a similar analysis of 2 Timothy 2:15. 

Meditation: “Come now, and let us reason together, 
saith the Lord” (Isa. 1:18). The Christianity of 
the Bible can be scientifically and rationally proven. 
In the true sense of the word it is subject to logical 
investigation. God does not require man to accept a 
religious experience which cannot grow with intel-

lectual progress. Right living can never be based on 
wrong thinking. The honest thinker gives loyal alle- 
giance to the best he knows. The faith that stands 
is a faith of honest inquiry. The point that ever must 
be recognized is that God is willing to reason with 
us through his Word if we are willing to make an 
honest inquiry into that Word, 


Application: As you commence this investigation of 
the Bible and its truths, are you honestly willing 
to take it into the laboratory of your own life, your 
own thinking, and your experience? Are you willing 
to be truly scientific in your approach, with your 
greatest concern centering around making a persistent, 
accurate, fair research, willingly accepting in your 
own life the conclusions to which your study brings 
you! 

Other topics in this first week are as follows: 


Second Day.—‘‘The- Honest Approach.” 

Third Day.—‘“The Spirit-Directed Approach.” 

Fourth Day.—‘“Claims of the Old Testament for Itself.” 

Fifth Day.—“Claims of the New Testament for Itself.” 

Sixth Day.—‘The New Testament Claims for the Old.” 

Seventh Day.—‘‘The New Testament Claims the Rev- 
elation Complete.” 


In the second week the studies center on the exter- 
nal evidence for the integrity of the Bible. The first 
and second days present the marvel of the formation 
of the Book; the third and fourth days present the 
marvel of its unity. The fifth day suggests the marvel 
of its age and adaptability; the sixth day, the marvel 
of its preservation; and the seventh day, the marvel 
of its power. 

In the third week of these Special Studies addi- 
tional evidence is presented for the inspiration of the 
Bible. In the Introductions for each day quotations 
are introduced from some of the world’s great leaders 
and thinkers. In the Meditation the royal seal of 
fulfilled prophecy is presented. In the Investigation 
specific prophecies are suggested to be looked up by 
the student in his own Bible. The Applications log- 
ically summarize the study. 

The series is climaxed with a study of the question, 
“What It Means to Be a Christian.” 

This method of student-to-student evangelism pro- 
vides a means of constant growth in the Bible Club 
movement, since each student who becomes an active 
member of the Bible Clubs is required to enroll at 
least one other student in this Course and serve as 
his advisor. during the preliminary four weeks. Lit- 
erally scores of our young people are using these 
Special Studies in endeavoring to win their fellow 
students to the Lord Jesus Christ. The results ob- 
tained thus far are most encouraging, and we be- 
lieve that a more widespread use of this plan of 
reaching our university young people will result in 
esaey hundreds more being won to the Lord Jesus 

rist. 


Forming a Bible Class 

The first step in lining up any campus group is 
to discover and seek to enlist at least one student in 
the school who is really on fire for the Lord Jesus 
Christ. He is encouraged to find two or more fellow 
students who are also Christians and who would be 
interested in forming a Bible Club. To them is ex- 
plained individually the general purpose of the organ- 
ization, and they are signed up for the Devotional 
Bible Course. A tentative organization is set up, 
and they are urged to make an intensive effort 
to mobilize the evangelical Christian students of 
all denominations on their campus who desire to 
unite in the furtherance of the Bible Club program. 

The membership requirements are then set before 
the group. These consist of signing the Devotional 
Bible Course Declaration and covering the first four 
weeks’ material. After four weeks’ work has been 
done, the applicant must next interest and enroll 
another student in the Devotional Course, acting as 
his advisor and meeting with him a half hour each 
week for at least four weeks. The applicant is now

ready for the University Bible Club Declaration, 
which is mailed to him upon receipt of a full report 
that the above requirements have been completed. The 
signing and filing of this Declaration complete the 
requirements for membership, and the applicant is now 
enrolled as an Active Member in the national organ- 
ization of the University Bible Clubs. He is given 
a membership certificate and granted the privilege of 
wearing the Club emblem, the “Crimson Cross,” 

After three or more students in any school have 
become Active Members they may petition for a 
Charter for the formation of a Club in that school. 
This charter is granted by the Board of Directors 
of the University Bible Clubs and remains in effect 
only so long as the members in the local school main- 
tain their active standing in the national organization. 

The local Club is granted permission to work out 
its own program to conform to the needs of the in- 
dividual school. Various meetings for prayer, fellow- 
ship, business, recreation, and the like, shall be fos- 
tered as required, with the one provision that each 
Club hold at least one meeting each week for the 
purpose of definite Bible study and expression, and plan 
for one monthly inspirational conference; both of 
these will be more fully described. 

Every student who becomes a Bible Club member 
pledges himself to promote all worth-while, consis- 
tently-Christian activities on the campus. To this end 
effort is made by Club groups to establish Bible study 
classes, devotional groups, expressional meetings, in- 
spirational conferences, deputations, and all types of 
The far-reaching 
influence of these various assemblies of young people 
cannot be computed except through the realization 
that lives are changed and wholly yielded to the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 


Extending the Testimony 


One of the advantages of the University Bible Club 
movement is that the program can be incorporated as 
the working basis of operation in almost any Christian 
organization. In so far as we are financially able we 
desire to send, without charge, the Devotional Bible 
Course and the necessary operation bulletins to any 
student who will do the work. If there is on a local 
campus or in a local church an organization into which 
can be introduced any or all of the Bible Club pro- 
gram, we shall be glad to have them use our material, 
ome though the organization is not called a “Bible 

ub. 

For example, a Presbyterian Christian Endeavor 
group, organized for the purpose of conducting depu- 
tations in various churches and connected with one of 
the Berkeley churches (University of California), 
has been using the Devotional Bible Course material 
in a Sunday afternoon Bible study class. The denomi- 
national Advisor at the University has been leading 
in this study. 

In one of our Southern California junior colleges 
a club, called by a totally different name but carrying 
on a definite testimony, is now using much of the 
material. Thus Sunday-school classes, B. Y. P. U.’s, 
Epworth Leagues, Christian Endeavor societies, as 
well as various campus clubs and groups, can use the 
material to real advantage. Our desire and purpose 
is to encourage the study of the Word of God and 
to strengthen the Christian experience and testimony 
of young people everywhere. 

In order to prevent their misuse, the name “Bible 
Clubs” and the “Crimson Cross” emblem have been 
copyrighted. However, permission for their use will 
gladly be given to any group who accepts the standards 
and fulfilis the necessary requirements. Application 
should be made through the University Bible Club 
headquarters.

Student-Conducted Expressional Meetings 


One of the major features emphasized by each local 
club is a weekly expressional meeting. In this meet- 
ing an opportunity is given to the members to present 
specially prepared devotional testimonies based on the 
material that they have studied in the Devotional 
Course during the preceding week. These gatherings 
also foster Christian fellowship and stimulate greater 
enthusiasm in the service of Christ. A Meeting Man- 
ual which presents detailed suggestions for the carrying 


on of these student meetings is now being prepared. | 


Conferences in Each School Center 

In order to keep alive the interest and enthusiasm 
of each club, plans have been made to foster monthly 
regional or school conferenees. Outstanding Bible 
teachers and Christian leaders are being secured to 
give inspirational addresses at these conferences. 
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Special classes in methods of campus work are also 
conducted. Conterences already held confirm the opin- 
ion of Bible Club leaders that these gatherings will 
von prove to be one of the most valuable features 
connected with the Bible Club movement, The grow- 
ing enthusiasm, the spiendid attendance, and the im- 
mediate results more than justify this effort as being 
worth while. In one junior college conference held 
recently, out of the sixty-two students present, twenty- 
six made decisions, either accepting Christ or taking 
some definite forward step in their Christian life. 
We believe that any student movement showing such 
results merits the support of every evangelical Chris- 
tian, 


A New Library and Bulletin Service 


The ‘student lives in a realm of books. In his 
school work he comes into contact with many ex- 
pressions of opinion which run contrary to the basic 
principles of fundamental Christianity. Unless he has 
an opportunity to gain positive information on the 
side of Christian faith, there is great danger that he 
will be overwhelmed by the preponderance of material 
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presented from a materialistic standpoint. There are 
literally hundreds of books written by the best Chris- 
tian scholars of all times which present in an attractive 
and accurate way truth concerning the Bible and its 
message. For the most part our young people do not 
have access to this great mass of Christian literature. 
They cannot afford to buy the books, and even if they 
could they would not know where to secure them. 
It is our hope to be able to promote as a major activ- 
ity of the Bible Clubs the founding of circulating 
libraries and reading centers to supply the best in 
Christian literature, thus providing our young people 
with selected material that will help them to combat 
the many intellectual problems confronting them on 
the campus today. 

Augmeniing this library service we hope to be able 
to prepare and send forth special bulletins dealing 
with the peculiar problems and current questions be- 
ing discussed in the classroom. We have the material 
available now, and it is only a question of securing 
the funds necessary to publish and distribute this valu- 
able information.

this starched and ironed name was later abridged 
and revised to “Steeple Jack.” ‘ 

Steeple Jack Tyler was once a sinner.» Which means 
that he ‘was a great sinner; a top-notcher, a ranking 
officer in the Devil’s army. He was a swearing, blas- 
pheming, tobacco-chewing, devil-may-care rebel against 
all authority, human or divine. He obeyed not God 
nor regarded man, 

Today he is a tireless worker in the vineyard of the 
Lord. Today, humbled, sweetened, melted, cleansed, 
but with the same old characteristic force and initiative, 
he knows but one ambition — to honor his God, advance 
the kingdom and win lost souls. The story of such 
men, though old. as the story..of. that Saul the per- 
secutor who became Paul the apostle, is always inter- 
esting, always dramatic. 

A group of Christian jail workers were holding a 
Gospel service in the Los Angeles County Jail. It 
was Steeple Jack Tyler’s group of jail evangelists, 
and Jack was in charge 

A young lady singer had just sung beautifully “Cast 
Your Burden on the Lord,” and Tyler was about to 
introduce the first speaker, when something familiar 
in the face of a prisoner caught his eye. 

“Didn't I fight you once in the ring down at Santa 
Monica?” he asked, addressing the man directly. 

“I guess you did,” the other acknowledged sheep- 
ishly. 

“Well,” said the group leader, “I’m not here today 
to fight against you, I’m here to fight for you; to fight 
for your soul,” 

Jack Tyler, as his unconventional name indicates, is 
a steeple jack by trade. He paints flagpoles, water 
tanks, smokestacks, and the like. It is dangerous 
work but he was born, apparently, without the sense 
of fear. Swinging in the wind somewhere between 
the earth and sky, and thus in various ways playing 
hide and seek with death, is all in the day’s work. 

The steeple jack work led to his employment by 
the Hearst International newspaper syndicate in sit- 
ting on flagpoles, hanging by his toes, standing on his 
head in dangerous places, and doing other hair-rais- 
ing and life-risking stunts for the entertainment of 
the public. Tyler, as an unsaved man, cared so little 
for the life God gave him that he followed this risky 
calling for some time, partly for the dollars it brought 
him and partly for the “kick.” 

Also his talent for acrobatic tricks led to his em- 
ployment by a motion picture company for a time in 
the making of pictures involving dangerous parts, such 
as rescuing‘ ladies well plastered with drug store beauty 
from perilous and unheard-of positions, thus defeating 
the machinations of make-up villains. Also he helped 
to make newsreels. 

Moreover, in those old sinner days, Steeple Jack 
Tyler loved to take a gun, a dog, a game bag, and a 
couple of burros and wander for months at a time 
through the wilds of Arizona mountains, hunting big 
game, enjoying nature, and, as always, gambling with 
death. Many a time and oft the Devil tried to kill 
him. But God’s unseen hand always protected him, 
and always God’s: infinite and divine patience followed 
him. 

Sin brought sadness into this naturally big-hearted 


H: fond parents named him John Franklin. But 


but reckless man’s life, as sin always does in some one 
or more of a thousand different ways. Sin brought 
about the break-up of Jack Tyler’s home and his sep- 
aration from his wife and small son. 

But one day God spoke to this virile, adroit, re- 
sourceful man’s heart and he bowed his rebellious 
head- and listened. And listening he acted. He was 
born a man of action. He was weary, lonely, and 
heartsick. God had given him lion-like courage, once 
his way seemed clear. So when God spoke, he acted. 
Long he had defied his God; now he defied the Devil. 

Satan has many ways to tempt men to destruction. 
But God has more ways to draw them Heavenward. 
God used a humble street evangelist to speak just the 
right words, at just the right time, to turn dare-devil 
Jack Tyler’s footsteps from the broad way that lead- 
eth to destruction into the narrow way that. leadeth 
unto eternal life. 

It was in the town of Vallejo, Cal., where pausing 
momentarily to listen in at a street corner meeting, 
Jack heard the preacher say: “There is power in the 
blood of Jesus Christ to save men from sin.” 

Nothing very epigrammatic or rhetorical about the 
words; and neither were they uttered to the accom- 
paniment of loud voice, oratorical device, or spectac- 
ular occasion, It was just a colorless street meeting. 
But the words were true; and God's truth has a power 
all its own, wholly apart from picturesque setting. 

“Power!” “Save!” “Sin!” Jack Tyler, the man 
of the world, recognized and respected the force of 
those words. He realized that he was slipping. A 
broken home is not a comforting thing. A broken 
home has taken the starch ort of many a stubborn 
heart. How Jack Tyler longed to see his wife, longed 
to win her back! How he longed to see his boy! 

“Sin!” Jack Tyler did net seed a big dictionary or 
a mathematical diagram or a theological course to know 
what sin is and what sin does. He knew that sin— 
his sin—had broken up his home. He did not need 
a College of Cardinals to tell him he was a sinner. 
All men, if they are honest, kiow they are sinners. 
“For ALL have sinned, and come short of the glory 
of God” (Rom. 3: 23). 

To a man like Jack Tyler, to reach a conclusion was 
to act—to act at once. 

So he went to his hotel room, got down on his knees, 
and prayed this simple prayer: “Oh, God! Forgive 
my sins, make me the man I want to be, and bring 
my wife back to me if it be thy will. Amen!” 

That prayer was answered. But not all at once. 
Peace — God’s peace —came at once. But it took a 
year to bring his wife and boy back; to lead her to 
accept the same Lord Jesus Christ who had saved her 
happy-go-lucky husband; to lead them to establish a 
family altar, and together to begin a new. life. 

Tyler, wrestling his tackle, brushes, and paint pots 
for a living, but no longer wantonly reckless of the 
life now given to the Lord, attended night classes at 
the Bible Institute of-Los Angeles, and in 1923 grad- 
uated as president of his class. 

From the start he became ceaselessly active in Chris- 
tian work. Indeed at the very first meeting of his 
Union after his conversion he arose among his godless 
associates and announced the fact. He was all but 
thrown bodily from the hall, but God honored his 


. preaching the Gospel in the jails. 
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testimony, for one member was moved to defend his 
stand. 

While attending night school he was continually 
active in street Gospel meetings, cottage and small 
church meetings, and any and all forms of Christian 
service suited to his capacities. He became an active 
member of the International Fisherman’s Club. 

Gradually evangelistic work in the Los Angeles 
City and County jails claimed more and more of his 
time. A born leader and organizer, this needy field 
called him from the first. Simple,- direct, and bold 
in dealing with men in trouble; and. withal Spirit-led 
in gathering about him men and women of like pur- 
pose, for more than eleven years at this writing his 
work has been honored of God. 

The jail population of city and county constitutes 
a wide field. One hundred thousand men and five 
thousand women, on the average, pass through these 
institutions every year. And this average is not 
diminishing. A man in trouble is a likely target for 
the preaching of the Gospel of our risen Lord. 

So hospital wards, barred cells, dormitories, mess 
rooms, and tanks are visited Sunday after Sunday; 
the sweet old songs of salvation are sung wherever 
permission is given, sometimes to the accompaniment 
of the clatter of dishes as a meal is served; sometimes 
in a cigarette-smoke laden atmosphere ; sometimes in the 
corridors, sometimes through grated doors; sometimes 
to men who lie in their bunks and refuse, or at least 
pretend not to listen; but often— very often—to men 
who listen gladly, take eagerly the Scripture portions 
given, and often — one by one— accept the Lord. As 
opportunity offers it is part of the tireless leader’s 
duty to take the group from church to church and, 
at their weekly prayer meetings, tell them of the work 
being done and enlist interest and prayerful support 
of the work. 

Steeple Jack Tyler’s group is only one of such groups 
The jail workers 
of Los Angeles City and County number several hun- 
dred. They are thoroughly organized under the jail 
chaplain, who is not a figurehead but a consecrated 
fisher of men. 

These Christians not only work in the various jail 
groups, giving time and talent, but tax themselves 
financially to support the work. A periodical, Glean- 
ings from Behind the Bars, is published monthly. A 
worker and his wife devote their entire time, in Christ’s 
name, to looking after the families of prisoners who 
| be in want; -helping, encouraging, and winning 
souls. 

This writer can never forget a recent banquet of 
these hundreds of jail workers held in the Y. M. C. A. 
building. Christians from all evangelical bodies in 
Los Angeles County were present. The chairman of 
the Los Angeles Jail Commission—a_ soul-winning 
Christian — presided. The Mayor, the Chief of Police, 
the Sheriff of Los Angeles County were present and 
made addresses, praising the work of the Association 
and pledging their hearty support. 

A significant incident of the banquet was the pres- 
ence of two fine young Christian men who arose and 
gave testimonies. Both had committed serious crime. 
One had been a highwayman, and both had been saved 
in jail through Christian effort. Just before these 
two had spoken a young man and his wife sang beau- 
tifully, “My Only Hope Is Jesus.” It would have been 
hard to convince one unacquainted with the facts that 
the well dressed, intellectual looking young man had 
a few years previously been ordered out of Los Angeles 
by the police as an undesirable with a jail record; and 
dirty, ragged, and defiant had come back to be saved 
in a Gospel mission. 

God is still saving the souls of men.

Pictures of subjects for special thanksgiving are 
furnished the children to be pasted in the books. The 
most important are those of objects which the child 
can recognize as coming directly from God, and in 
which the parents have little or no part, as the sun, 
birds, flowers, vegetables, animals, and the like. A 
gummed disk of gilt paper, such as business concerns 
and notaries public use for seals, makes a good rep- 
resentation of the sun. 
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It is, of course, necessary for the teacher to furnish 
the pictures in order to be sure of having the proper 
subjects. Women’s magazines are filled with adver- 
tisements in attractive colors from which suitable pic- 
tures may be procured. The busy teacher, however, 
may prefer to use little gummed stickers which may 
be obtained in a nice variety of subjects. There are 
several kinds of birds, butterflies, and flowers, also 
cherries, apples, cows, sheep, chickens, and fish. 

When the children are given pictures to paste in 
their books, it may be explained that light and heat 
come from the ‘sun; and as the “sun” is placed in 
the book they may say in unison, “We thank thee, 
heavenly Father, for the sun.” Then after the pictures 
of the birds are in the books, they may say, “We thank 
thee, heavenly Father, for the birds.” And so on, 

Gummed stickers of turkeys may also be obtained, 
but these are omitted intentionally, so that Thanks- 
giving will have other associations than roast turkey. 
This lesson should be taught the Sunday before 
Thanksgiving Day, for the first impression will be the 
lasting impression.

GREENWOOD, Mass, 
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Successful Week-Day Bible Schools 
By Elizabeth Williams Sudlow 
Me: of our Sunday-schools have experienced 


the satisfaction and joy of having carried 

through a Daily Vacation Bible School. The 
children responded to the opportunity to “go to church” 
during the week; they enjoyed being there on a day 
other than Sunday. Their increased knowledge of 
the Bible was welcomed. What is the Sunday-school 
going to do in the way of providing a definite program 
that covers more than one hour on Sunday? Many 
schools have solved the problem in a satisfactory man- 
ner by using different methods: In some localities the 
situation is met by union Week-Day Bible Schools. 
This may be under the direction of a central Board 
of Religious Instruction. Children are excused from 
school for one hour each week to attend a certain 
designated church where specially trained teachers are 
prepared to give definite instruction in some approved 
course. Usually in such schools the instructors must 
hold certificates or be equally as well trained as are 
the public school teachers. Of course where parents 
do not want their children to have such instruction, 
then they are not released from school to attend. 

One large school has for many years provided a 
splendid school for children between the ages of three 
and sixteen every Wednesday afternoon from four to 
five o'clock. This church is in the downtown district 
of a large city and children attend from many sections. 

In another school children receive special mid-week 
training through membership in a Junior choir. Almost 
two hundred boys and girls make up this choir, The 
organization is divided into three teams, and the leaders 
are responsible for having their group members out 
on Thursday afternoon. As a means of teaching the 
hymnology of the church there could scarce be found 
a better medium. 

In another church a Children’s Bible Hour is con- 
ducted on Thursday between four and five o'clock. 
Bible stories, verses of Scripture, and the church 
catechism are studied at these meetings. 

Still another church provides instruction for the 
children on Wednesday night, which is Church Night 
and prayer meeting. A dinner is served at six o’clock, 
then a brief prayer service held, after which various 
committees and groups gather for a short time. Im- 
mediately after dinner the children are taken away 
and for an hour receive definite instruction in Bible 
and missions. This feature of Church Night is most 
popular, and entiré families’ now attend. 

From two to four o’clock every Saturday afternoon 
is the time when a Southern church offers special 
Bible work to the boys and girls of the neighborhood. 
An attractive program is arranged for the several 
grades into which the attendance is divided, and in- 
stead of considering this a penalty, practically all the 
children feel it is a privilege and pleasure to attend. 

For four years the churches of Shenandoah, Iowa, 
have united on a program of week-day religious in- 
struction for the school children of the city, and so 
successful has been their plan that last year but six 
children throughout the entire city in gfades one 
to six were not enrolled in one of the Bible classes. 
Five churches maintain schools under the direction of 
capable persons. Six classes are held in each school. 
The work is the same in each school, all coming under 
the general supervision of the Community Board of Re- 
ligious Education. All teachers must have the same 
qualifications as grade school teachers in the public 
schools, and must be approved by the Superintendent 
of City Schools. The Board of Education reserves 
the right to withdraw the privilege from any church 
that fails to provide for efficient teaching and dis- 
cipline. 

Thursday is devoted to this work. Schools open 
promptly at nine o'clock when the fifth and sixth 
grade pupils come in directly from their homes. They 
are marked for promptness here as at day school and 
the report handed the school teacher. At 10.30 they 
are released, and at 10.45 report at their schoolroom. 

At 1.15 children in the third and fourth grades 
arrive directly from home, and they are released at 
2.30, going at once to their school for the remainder 
of the day. At 2.30 the first and second grades are 
released and come at once to the church. Their classes 
continue until 3.45, when they are released and sent 
directly to their homes. 

There has been splendid co-operation between. the 
public school and the Bible school workers all through- 
out the program. 

In order to make mid-week religious instruction of 
value the program must be interesting and progressive. 
Children very soon feel that they are progressing in 
knowledge and rejoice over every new fact learned. 
It is useless to undertake such a program unless the 
details are well thought out and plans made far in 
advance. Aid, again, it is far better to limit the num- 
ber of pupils who may attend to the ability of the 
trained workers available, than to throw the school 
open for everybody. Set the standard so high that 
boys and girls will want to come; that they will feel 
it to be an honor to be allowed to attend.

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The Lesson as a Whole 


By Robert C. McQuilkin

Approach to the Lesson 


ORLD peace is, in the view of the leading 
statesmen, the chief question before the nations 


today. And they are right, although few, if 
any, of them understand what the problem really is. 
As peace with God is the chief issue with the indi- 
vidual soul, so world peace is the paramount question 
for the nations. We know from God’s Word (in these 
lesson portions, as in many other places) that world 
peace is coming; it is an absolute certainty. But how 
will it come? And how should a Christian forward 
it? Is there a human and a divine plan, a*wrong and 
a right way, for briging about a warless world, just 
as there is man’s way and God’s way of seeking to 
reconcile an individual soul to God? 


The Historical Setting 


The three Messianic Psalms included in the lesson 
texts, probably all written about a thousand years 
before Christ, prophesy the coming subjection of all 
nations to Christ’s sway, and reveal how universal 
was the Old Testament view of the Gospel. Isaiah’s 
famous prophecy of world peace (repeated in Micah 
4: 1-3) was made before 700 B. C. Christ gave his 
Great Commission in the spring of A. D. 30. Paul 
wie . the Ephesians from his prison in Rome about 
A. D. 62. 


Verse by Verse 


Psalm 72:8—He shall have dominion . . . unto the 
ends of the earth, The universal dominion of Christ, 
the King of kings, the Prince of Peace, is here set 
forth. David, the king, and Solomon, the king’s son 
(v. 1), are types of Christ, but this Messianic Psalm 
frequently speaks directly of Christ, using words that 
cannot be applied to David or Solomon (Psa. 16:10; 
Acts 13:35). 

Verses 9 to 11—The wild tribes in the wilderness, 
the wealthy and far-distant nations like Tarshish in 
the west, near Gibraltar (Gen. 10:4; 2 Chron. 9: 21; 
Ezek, 27:12, 25; Jonah 1:3), Sheba in the south, 
whose queen came “from the ends of the earth” to see 
Solomon (Matt. 12: 42), its neighbor Seba, indeed all 
nations shall serve him, as many nations served Solo- 
mon, the type of the coming Prince of Peace (1 Kings 
4: AE SEC TOSI; HR US p 8d) 25,20). 

Verses 12 to 14—This universal homage is given 
to a King who shall deliver the needy and comfort 
the poor, saving the souls as well as caring for their 
bodies, redeeming them from deceit and violence, 
counting each soul precious (not “cannon-fodder”), 
since he shed his own blood for them. 
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Verses 15 to 17.—This King shall live forever (Rom. 
6:10; Micah 5:2), and daily shall he be praised by his 
grateful subjects; prayer is made for him, not in the 
same way it might be made for Solomon, but we join 
in his own prayer that all the kingdoms might be his 
(Psa. 2:8). The fields and the cities will flourish 
under his gentle sway, and all nations shall call him 
blessed, for the promised Messiah of the Old Testa- 
ment from beginning to end is presented as the blesser 
of all the world (Gen. 12:3; Isa. 49:6). 

Ephesians 2:13 to 15.—But now (a_ glorious 
“but” !), the Gentiles who were once far off, separated 
from Christ (v. 12), are in Christ, and are made nigh, 
as near to God as Christ is. He made peace through 
his blood (Col. 1:20; Heb. 10:19): to become our 
peace he must become sin for us (2 Cor, 5:21). By 
reconciling both Jew and Gentile to God, he made both 
one, breaking down the middle wall of partition, sym- 
bolized by that stone wall in the Temple beyond which 
no Gentile could go on pain of death (Acts 21: 28, 
29; 24:6). By bearing in his flesh the penalty of 
the broken law of commandments, which separated 
both Jew and Gentile from God, bringing all under 
condemnation, he abolished . . . the enmity, blotting 
out the condemnation (Col. 2:14). All who are in 
Christ are now one new ma, including Jew and Greek 
(Col, 3: 11); greatest of all human divisions was this, 
and in Paul’s day the burning. question in the Chris- 
tian church as well as in the world was this Jew and 
Gentile problem — gloriously solved in Christ. 


Verses 16 to 19.—By the cross God was reconciled ; 
the Blood was a propitiation to satisfy divine justice

The Heart of the Lesson 


One way there is of peace for the individual soul, 
through the Blood of the Cross. Christ is our peace. 
Righteousness and peace must go together (Psa. 72: 
3; 85:10). We have no righteousness of our own; 
it must be a free gift, the righteousness of God by 
faith, resulting in a new birth and a new man, a man 
of peace. And this way of the Cross is the only way 
of peace for the nations. A warless world must first 
be a righteous world. Christ is first King of Right- 
eousness, then King of Peace (Heb. 7:2). When he 
returns personally to earth as King of Righteousness 
he will reign as Prince of Peace (Isa. 9:6, 7), first 
for a thousand years of the Kingdom age (Rev. 20: 
1-6), then forever over the new earth. This present 
world order is under Satan (John 12:31; 14:30; 16: 
11; 2 Cor: 4:4; 1 John 5:19, R. V.); it cannot be 
changed into the Kingdom of Heaven. A new earth 
must come as definitely as a new man must be created. 
But the world can be temporarily influenced by Chris- 
tians, who are the saving salt of the earth. While 
separate from the world and all its worldly doings, 
we are to seek to apply the principles of Christ at 
every possible point, but chiefly in preaching the Gos- 
pel of peace for the salvation of individual men.

Special Lesson Topics and Truths 


God’s Prophecy of War and Peace—Our Lord 
prophesied that this age would be characterized by 
war, and that these wars would climax at the end in 
the birth pangs of the new age (Matt. 24: 6-8, R. V.). 
Before swords are beaten into plowshares (Isa. 2: 4), 
plowshares will be beaten into swords (Joel 3:9, 10). 
Many Christians are looking for the universal spread 
of the Gospel to change the hearts of men and do 
away with war. It should be noted that present peace 
plans of the nation have no connection with such a 
change of heart. But, in any case, when the Lord 
Jesus returns the second time, he comes immediately 
after great tribulation (Matt. 24:29), he comes to 
destroy the Antichrist (2 Thess. 2:8), he comes in 
“perilous times” (2 Tim. 3:1), he comes when the 
world will be as in the days of the flood and as in 
the days of Lot (Luke 17: 24-30). A warless world 
bowing to Christ before he comes is evidently a vain 
hope. 


Is Pacifism Scriptural? All Christians hate war, 
and long for peace. God hates bloodshed. But in this 
age blood must be shed. If putting men to death is 
always sinful, then Christians can have no part in 
war or in capital purtishment or in any use of force 
that will result in the death of men. But we must 
carefully distinguish between Christ’s teachings con- 
cerning the heart attitude of Christians to resist not 
evil, to avenge not ourselves, and the duty of govern- 
ments to entorce righteousness. God has armed the 
magistrate (Rom. 13:4), for in this age men do not 
submit to the law of love that is to govern the Chris- 
tian’s relationships. Back of the police force of any 
nation is the army and navy of that nation. Abso- 
lute pacifism, therefore, is theoretical, and frequently 
is based on a wrong interpretation of the love of God 
and an ignoring of his. wrath and judgment. 


Progress in Disarmament. The total military force of 
the eighteen principal powers today is thirty-seven mil- 
lion men (as made public), counting only 100,000 for 
Germany, who had over five million in 1913. This is 
nearly double the numbers of 1913, excluding Ger- 
many. In 1912-13 the five great naval powers spent 
521 millions on their navies; in 1931-32 the same 
powers spent 937 millions on their navies. The nations 
of the world spend for armament four billions a year, 
not including the vast sums for war debts. Every step 
toward disarmament should be encouraged, even if it 
be only a temporary. measure. 


The Modern Movement toward Peace. Present 
peace treaties, international agreements, and League 
of Nations covenants completely ignore God. We may 
agree that the principles of Christ have great weight 
with Christian statesmen whe have fought for these 
treaties, but what will be the outcome of a godless 
movement for peace that leaves out the Prince of 
Peace? In the disarmament conferences, practical 
France has contended for an international armed 
power to enforce the decrees of peace. A war-weary 
world awaits the superman who can offer the world 
an enforced peace,—the prince of this age. 


Practical and Personal Applications 


Have we peace with God? We who are justified 
by faith have peace with God (Rom. 5:1), peace be- 
cause there is now no condemnation. All others are 
at war with God, and the wrath of God abideth on 
them (John 3: 36). 


Have we the peace of God that passeth all under- 
standing? This is the heritage of each child of God 
for the present age. Christ left us his peace (John 
14:27; 16:33). The fruit of the Spirit is peace 
(Rom. 8:6; Gal. 5:22; Phil. 4:7). 


Are we preaching peace to others? The great 
“peacemakers” are the soul-winners who preach the 
righteousness by faith that results in peace (Acts 10: 
36; Rom. 10:15). 


Pray for peace among nations, and support every 
effort for peace. We are exhorted to pray for all men, 
and especially for rulers, that we may live a quiet 
life, and that the Gospel may be forwarded (1 Tim. 
2:1-4). Though wars will not be done away till 
Christ returns, much may be done toward temporary 
periods of peace, and Christians should as far as pos- 
sible forward every movement for peace, specially 
through prayer and the preaching of the Gospel. 


Spread the Mission Message! Our greatest contri- 
bution toward hastening world peace will be the carry- 
ing out of the Great Commission,— preaching the 
Gospel to every creature. When this Gospel is 
preached then shall the end come (Mark 13:10; 
Matt. 24:14). How much are we praying and paying 
and sending and going, to that end? . This is the real 
measure of our love to Christ, and of our desire for 
world peace.

The Why of War.—His enemies shall lick the dust. 
. . . He shall deliver the needy . . . the poor also 
(Psa. 72:9, 12). I am spending a little while every 
night before flicking out the light at the head of my 
bed (reading in bed is my favorite sport) with Dan 
Crawford in the heart of Africa. A delightful biog- 
raphy by Dr. G. E. Tilsley, his nephew, of a real 
Christian going it alone with no one but God. I have 


been struck by how all the subjects of Mushidi, the. 


black emperor, when they came into his murderous 
presence fell on their faces and “licked the dust” in 
very fact. The old tyrant, to show his contempt for 
them called them “the scum of the dust.” Thousands 
of years after we find the echo of Solomon’s Psalm 
away up yonder in darkest Africa with folks who 
never heard of God until Dan Crawford came and 
lived with them and liked them and told them. The 
Gospel of the Prince of Peace brought the first peace 
ever known in that perennial warring and bloody 
country. This was the country of hundreds of wives 
and “red sunsets.” When a chief died or was killed 
in the continual fighting his‘ many wives were mur- 
dered to go with him. That was a “red sunset.” 
Just as these savage black tribes were brought to 
live kindly and peaceably with each other in the tribe 
and out of it, by the religion of Jesus Christ, so must 
the nations of the world be brought together in uni- 
versal peace.

When war goes, poverty will go with it. Like nation, 
like individuals. Listert’’ There has never been any 
poverty’ among the pacifists, Quakers, Mennonites, 
Dunkers, Amish. They do not even have lawsuits. 
It takes two to make a fight, either folks or peoples. 
Europe got away from God and then the guns popped, 
and the blood flowed and the graveyards got their 
toll (Amos 4:11; Judg. 2:14). 


“That Day.”—Men shall be blessed in him: all 
nations shall call him blessed (v. 17). Solomon was 
permitted to see away down the centuries. - Right 
through this 1932 day to that day, when the Lord 
Jesus shall come into his Kingdom and be seated on 
his throne (Matt. 25:31; 1 Thess. 4:16, 17). “Men 
shall be blessed.” America, England, France, Ger- 
many, “The Big Four,’ and all the smaller nations 
“shall call him blessed.” “Say, Teacher, what does 
all this mean?” It means, Son, there will be good 
jobs for all who want a job and at the best of pay; 
that good things will be plentiful and cheap; that 
life will be one big Sunday-school picnic. We are 
talking about the “Christian and World Peace.” The 
World War impoverished Europe. She does not have 
the cash to buy American products, so business in 
America has been bad, and as I write thousands of 
men are out of work. The same was true in 1867, 
after our Civil War. This from the Jron Age of 
December 12, 1867: “Business continues dull. Manu- 
facturers are exceedingly dull. .. . Working men are 
feeling the pinch severely.” And much more to the 
same effect. During the World War the steel mill 
next door to our plant made sixteen-inch shells. It 
cost over $1,000 to shoot one of these shells. When 
a shell exploded all it did was to destroy. In Europe 
men were exploding shells of all sizes and destroying 
billions of property and millions of lives. The dance 
of death ended in 1918, and the world has been hard 
at work paying the piper from that day to this. The 
awful havoc of the guns demoralized the human race 
the world over. The Old World lost its faith, and 
you saw what you saw. One warship costs $10,000,- 
ooo this year and is obsolete and ready for the scrap 
yard before the baby is old eriough to go to school. 
If. Uncle Sam’s war bill could be spread over the 
land how the U. S. A. would be blessed. Old age 
and mother pensions, and many other good things 
you fellows can suggest. Well, beloved, the Lord 
Jesus is going to have just such a world when he 
comes. It is called the Millennium. Some folks 
think they know when the Millennium will begin. 
The world was all ready for it in the year 1000. ne 
friend thought I was foolish to bother with business 
when Allenby entered the Holy City. “Of that day 
and hour knoweth no man, no, not the angels” (Matt. 
24: 36). 

“The Christian.””—Came and preached peace to you 
which were afar off, and to them that were nigh 
(Eph. 2:17). “Afar” and “Nigh.” That means 
everybody between East and West and North and 
South, Paul is talking about the peace of recon- 
ciliation between Jesus and the sinner. The Lesson 
Committee apparently thinks it has a wider and na- 
tional application. They are right. War problems 
and peace problems, and all national problems for that 
matter, can be solved easily and quickly at the foot of 
the cross, The Curistran (when I use caps I mean 
the real thing) man has no scrappy troubles in his 
domestic relations, does he? The CurisTIAN man 
has no sore antagonisms in his neighborly relations, 
does he? The Curist1AN man has no bitter contro- 
versies in his business relations, does he? Look 
around you and see. Watch your newspaper. That 
domestic tangle with its mean criminations was not 
in a CHRISTIAN family circle. That town fight and 
the hard and nasty words was not with the CurisTIAN 
church people taking sides. That shady business 
transaction and sharp practice was not by a CHRISTIAN 
firm or corporation. Now let us lift our simile over 
among the nations. “Diplomats are all liars,” some 
one who claims to know has said; but I don’t say so 
because I don’t know. Being “diplomatic” is a polite 
way of describing insincerity and artfulness, not to 
speak of downright prevarication. I don’t know. I 
have no diplomats among my acquaintances, and of 
the thousands of letters I get I never have had one 
from a diplomat. Oh, yes, Mr. Premier Stanley Bald- 
win wrote me once inviting me to call at Number 10 
Downing Street, Whitehall, London. But here’s what 
I do know. Mr. John Hay, when Secretary of State, 
said he believed true diplomacy was in laying all the 
cards on the table. There would have been no World 
War had this been done. John Hay, for Uncle Sam, 
handed back to China the millions awarded for dam- 
ages, and told China to spend them on education 
(Prov. 15:1; Judg. 8:1-3; 2 Kings 6:22, 23).

When Grandmother Was 
a Little Girl 





VII. Miss Libbie’s Picnic

Although it was stated that Miss Burd's story 
in the issue of September 10 was the last of 
the series, another has since been received. 
Young readers of the Times will be glad to 
hear this other story of school days long ago. 


“— AM going to take my lunch to 

school,” said Lois happily. ‘There 
will be sandwiches, fruit, cup custard. 
Mother will wrap everything in wax 
papers. . . . What do you see, Grand- 
mother ?” 

She peered out the window; for Grand- 
mother was looking out at the zinnia 
bed and not at the red lunch box Lois 
had placed in her hands. 

“Not the zinnias, child,” Grandmother 
laughed. “I was seeing the lunch bucket 
we carried to school when I was little. 
We had no waxed paper, not even paper 
bags, in those days. Mother wrapped 
our lunch in a brown linen cloth. We 
had wheat bread, jam, cold potatoes, 
boiled eggs, onions, garden pickles, ap- 
ples, boiled pork or chicken, ginger 
bread, cookies or big slabs of pie —” 

“What a lot!” 

“Never too much, That lunch pail 
was our pride because no one else had 
one with a tight lid. Tillie and I could 
not get it open; so, while Brother Will 
often helped himself to pie or an apple 
at recess, we had to wait until noon for 
our share. After a race to the spring 
to wash our hands, we took our lunch 
out under a tree or to the stone wall 
and happily divided it. If Will had eaten 
his dessert at recess, Tillie gave him 
some of hers. We traded with other 
children, too, except the Lieben twins.” 

“Who were they, Grandmother?” 

“German children who lived with their 
grandmother in a shabby house on a 
lonely road. She was too old to work, 
but often trudged up the hill to our house 
for buttermilk — always offered to pay, 
too; but Mother refused it. Guessing 
they were poor, Mother slipped some 
fresh butter in with the milk. Each time 
the old lady would laugh and say, ‘Dis 
funny butter meel-eek! Ven I so fast 
valks, it churns into butters.’ 

“The Liebens wore calico dresses and 
blouses, all winter, even when the rest 
of us had woolen dresses. When snow 
fell we put on stockings, knit from wool 
of Jersey sheep. They wore none, only 
cowhide shoes that some grown-up had 
given away. Their clothes were spotlessly 
clean, though much patched, and their 
faces shone from scrubbings. 

“They cried when we laughed at their 
funny half-German answers to questions; 
so no one said much to them. They 
were shoved to the darkest corner of 
the room away from our two little win- 
dows. We had no desks; just benches 
without backs pushed- against the walls. 
In warm weather the one by the open 
door was nicest; but in winter (when 
drafts and snow swirled under it) we 
crowded away and the twins sat there. 

“They huddled together, and I can re- 
call how wistfully their big blue eyes 
watched us playing at recess. They ate 
their lunch alone out of sight. 

“Our second school year we had a new 
teacher. Miss Libbie was young and 
pretty. She wore lovely clothes. Why 
not when she .got. $3.50 a month for 
teaching and did not: have to pay her 





room and meals? Her sweet spirit was 
soon felt by all, and we grew more 
gentle to each other. Mathilde and Karl 
Lieben recited better because we would 
not laugh at them before Miss Libbie. 
The boys raced with each other in doing 
the home chores each morning to be early 
and build fire for her. On cold days we 
stood around the stove to-study. Our 
faces roasted while our backs were cold. 
We saw that the Liebens warmed their 
read little hands, chapped from wearing 
no mittens. We even lent them our slates 
sometimes, 

Miss Libbie approved, and as a re- 
ward told us we would turn lunch next 
day into a picnic and afterward learn 
two new songs. 

“That day we scampered for our lunch 
pails, eager to dump their contents on 
the plank table. Each child had coaxed 
a mother for some special dainty to share 
with Miss Libbie. 

“Teacher said, ‘Where are the Lie- 
bens? Where do they eat their lunch?’ 

“‘Oh,’ I said impatiently, ‘they are 
off in a corner again; too dumb to eat 
with us.’ 

“‘Why, Sarah!’ Miss Libbie looked at 
us and shook her head sadly. ‘Those 
lonely children — this picnic was to bring 
you together. We do not eat without 
them,’ 

“We hated to stop our fun; but Miss 
Libbie’s voice made us feel that we had 
been unkind to the Liebens. Finally 
Will found Mathilde and Karl crouched 
on the ground back of the stone wall, 
clinging together. 

“They clutched their battered pail and 
pulled back. They did not want to open 
their lunch; but Miss Libbie insisted. 
Mathilde drew out the lunch with trem- 
bling fingers, then hid her face on her 
brother’s sleeve and cried. He dug his 
toes into the floor planks, winking back 
tears.

“As Miss Libbie’s arm went around 
the little girl, and lifted her tear-stained 
face, she added: ‘I want to tell you 
about the good food God puts in rye 
for that bread.’ 

“We children were surprised that Miss 
Libbie didn’t notice our lunches, while 
she seemed to want so much that poor 
bread with its sickening spread of mo- 
lasses. The twins looked bewildered, 
then laughed aloud when they saw that 
they need not be ashamed of their lunch. 

“Miss Libbie did not have to eat it 
all. She spoke so glowingly of it that 
we all wanted to trade some of our dain- 
ties for a bite of it. That was a happy 
picnic after all. 

“After that Miss Libbie paid the twins 
to bring her such a lunch three times a 
week, and she also gave them pie and 
white bread in exchange. The days she 
did not buy their lunch, we were all 
eager to win her approval by trading 
some of ours for their molasses-bread. 
We didn’t like it; but we would not ad- 
mit failure to measure up to teacher’s 
tastes —no, not for a fortune.” 

“Grandmother, did Miss Libbie like —” 

“She hated it: told Mother it almost 
sickened her. Yet she,cheerfully ate it 
to help the poor children. Surely a sac- 
rifice so tactfully made was precious to 
the Father in Heaven. 

“In a few months an uncle of the twins 
found them. He had come to America 
and was well started in his trade as a 
furniture maker. He took the children 
and grandmother to his home where they 
had the good things their pluck deserved.” 
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“Grandmother,” Leis laid her cheek 
against the red lunch-box in grand- 
mother’s lap, “I guess you were meant to 
tell me that story tonight. All of us 
girls at school had planned to do a mean 
thing.” 

“Yes, Lois?” 

“There is a new girl we do not know 
yet. We think we are not going to like 
her; so we did not tell her about bring- 
ing lunch. She was the only one left 
out.” 

“It is always fun to share, Lois.” 

“Well, I’m not going to be so mean 
after hearing about Miss Libbie. I am 
going to ask Mother to let me invite 
the girl tonight and to take lunch enough 
fot her.” 

Grandmother smiled happily as Lois 
and the red box vanished into the kitchen.

Must I be carried to the skies 
On flowery beds of ease,

HE old hymn writer knew his Bible 

when he wrote the words of the 
hymn quoted above. God’s Word never 
tells the Christian that he shall have an 
easy time of it in this life. Rather, we 
are told that this life is to be a conflict 
and a warfare. We need therefore to 
recognize this fact and to be prepared so 
that we may not be taken unawares by 
the onslaughts of the enemy. 

But before we can be upon our guard 
against attacks, we must know from 
what source the attacks are to come. The 
Bible tells us that they originate not with 
mere mortal men like ourselves, but with 
supernatural powers of evil which Paul 
describes in Ephesians 6 as “principal- 
ities,” “powers,” ‘“world-rulers of this 
darkness,” or of this present age. These 
are evil spirits, members and leaders of 
an organized spirit-world, and headed by 
our great Adversary, Satan, whom Peter 
likens to a roaring lion going about seek- 
ing whom he may devour (1 Pet. 5:8). 

we 

We need not think strange of these 
references to an unseen but none the less 
potent demon organization. The Lord 
Jesus himself referred to Satan as the 
Prince of this world and to the demons 
as his agents and emissaries. It is true 
that you and I apparently have. to deal 
largely with people rather than directly 
with spiritual forces. But we are to 
recognize behind the venom and the ill- 
will and opposition of the human agents,

the directing and impelling force of the 
Evil One. And it is in his realm that 
battles are to be fought and won. 
ye 

When a soldier in the army is prepar- 
ing for a conflict, certain disciplinary 
measures must be taken. He places him- 
self first of all under the absolute control 
of his superior officer. Can you imagine 
what would happen if each soldier fought 
according to his own knowledge and 
desires? God asks of us as Christian war- 
riors to place ourselves under the abso- 
lute control of the Lord Jesus, our Com- 
mander-in-Chief. He calls to us to yield 
ourselves gladly and whole-heartedly to 
Christ and to be governed by his will 
(Rom, 12:1, 2). 


A soldier disciplines his body and time. 
There may be certain things that are en- 
tirely in order for a civilian that are en- 
tirely out of place in the life of a soldier. 
So God asks of us as Christians to be 
disciplined for the conflicts through which 
we must pass. Paul said, you will re- 
member, “Every man that striveth for 
the mastery is temperate in all things. 
. .. I therefore so run, not as uncer- 
tainly ; so fight I, not as one that beateth 
the air: but I keep under my body and 
bring it into subjection” (1 Cor. 9:25- 
27). There are some things that those 
who are not following the Lord Jesus 
Christ may do that are not necessarily 
directly harmful. Yet a good soldier of 
Christ cannot afford to do them, lest they 
hinder his Christian progress or weaken 
him for the fray. 


As we think of the awful forces ar- 
rayed against us, and as we recognize 
their supernatural power, we would de- 
spair of victory were it not for the super- 
natural provision that God has made for 
those who belong to him. He has given 
us a supernatural armor of defense. Ephe- 
sians 6: 13-17 tells us what this armor is, 
Notice that each piece points to the Lord 
Jesus himself. 

Truth, which comprises the girdle, re- 
minds us that he is “the truth” (John 
14:6; Rev. 19:11). The breastplate is 
of righteousness, and he is our righteous- 
ness (Jer. 23:6). The sandals point to 
him as the Prince of Peace and as the 
central theme of the Gospel. The full- 
length shield behind which we are secure 
from the fiery darts of the enemy speaks 
of him as the “author and finisher of our 
faith.” On our head is to be the helmet 
of salvation; and it is the Lord Jesus 
himself who is this salvation. 

In all this armor there is but one 
weapon of defense. It is a sword (Eph. 
6:17), and it is the sword,of the Spirit, 
which is the Word of God, again re- 
minding us of the Lord Jesus, who is 
the living Word. Do you remember how 
effectively the Lord Jesus used this 
weapon against the Adversary during the 
wilderness temptation? Each time he re- 
plied to the Tempter’s suggestion with, 
“It is written.” 


Not only do we have the promise of 
this supernatural armor, but we have the 
assurance of supernatural power in our 
warfare against Satan and his hosts. 
Ephesians 6: 10 bids us be strong “in the 
Lord” and “in the power of his might.” 
How often we have sought to defeat the 
foe in our own strength and have gone 
down in bitter failure. But it is “not by 
might, nor by power, but by my spirit, 
saith the Lord” (Zech. 4:6). When 
we are willing to stand in our own weak- 
ness, but in the power of the Lord Jesus 
himself who has defeated our foe, then 
shall the victory be won. 

se 

Now notice what the victory is and 
that it is absolutely certain when we meet 
God’s conditions. Some one has trans- 
lated 2 Corinthians 2:14 to read, 
“Thanks be unto God who ever. causeth 
us to walk in the train of his triumph in 
Christ to celebrate his victories over the 
enemy.” And after all it is his triumphal 
train, isn’t it, for the victory is accom- 
plished by his power and his might and 
with his armor and his weapons. 

We must not forget that there is a 
reward for faithful service as a good sol- 
dier of Christ, .Paul glimpsed it when 
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he wrote his second letter to Timothy, 
“IT have fought a good fight, I have fin- 
ished my course, I have kept the faith: 
henceforth there is laid up for me a 
crown of righteousness, which the Lord, 
the righteous judge, shall give me at that 
day.” But lest we should think that this 
crown was especially for him, he hastens 
to add, “and not to me only, but unto all 
them also that love his appearing.” 

The Lord Jesus clearly taught that all 
who were not for him were against him. 
In whose army are you enlisted?

With the New Books 











Works of Martin Luther, With In- 
troductions and Notes, Volumes III and 
IV. Translations by a group of Lutheran 
scholars. (A. J. Holman Co., and Castle 
Press, Philadelphia; per volume, $3.) 
It is true that much water has gone over 
the mill wheel since Luther’s day, but 
it is well for this modern age to review 
the conditions existing in that day. The 
issues of our age, political, social, or 
theological, are found invariably to have 
their roots back in the Reformation of the 
Sixteenth Century. The serious student 
must therefore take into account the great 
leader of that movement, Martin Luther. 
Since i910 a group of Lutheran scholars 
has been occupied with the translation 
from the original languages of the most 
important writings of Martin Luther. This 
noteworthy addition to the fund of Luther 
literature merits a place in the library 
of every studious pastor and educational 
institution. As we read these volumes, 
we are impressed anew with the marvel- 
ous courage of Luther, who put his faith 
in God and followed the Word, which 
he held to be inerrant. No wonder God 
used a man who so insisted upon faith 
in Him. It is interesting for us to note 
that Luther did not expect righteousness 
to prevail in the world by a gradual 
spread of the truth, but that Christ by 
his coming would completely destroy 
that which is evil. We are often told that 
the apostasy of the Dark Ages was 
greater than that of today, when many 
leaders high in church councils are deny- 
ing any part of God’s Word that it suits 
them to deny. As we read these volumes 
we find, however, that the Roman Cath- 
olic theologians who argued with Luther, 
used the Bible as the Word of God. The 


student will come upon many surprising |.a year. 
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things as he reads in these volumes the 
writings of the man who helped to found 
the German Empire, and of the business 
practices of the Sixteenth Century, and 
along with this, of Luther’s ideas about 
money and interest. Our own day con- 
firms the views of this Reformer, that the 
world gets worse every day. It is re- 
markable that the name of the man, who 
left a command that no body of Christians 
should be called by his name, is now ap- 
plied to the largest Protestant denomina- 
tion of the world. The willingness of 
this company of Lutheran pastors to labor 
for years in the translation of Luther’s 
works is an indication of the loyalty of 
that denomination to the truth for which 
Luther stood. Is it not a significant fact,

when the eighty millions of Lutherans 
throughout the world united, the doc- 
trinal basis of th. union was the Augs- 


burg Corifesston, which Luther had so |. 


great a part in forming? <A very illumi- 
nating editorial in Christian Faith and 
Life, for June, based on a: questionnaire 
sent out to thousands of ministers, shows 
that the Lutheran denomination is stand- 
ing in a very marked way for the cardinal 
doctrines of Christianity. This same arti- 
cle showed that the Lutheran denomina- 
tion, with the largest percentage of min- 
isters holding to the faith of the Word, 
has as a denomination made the greatest 
percentage of gain in membership of the 
large denominations of the country. These 
two volumes of the six to be issued, will 
prove of great interest to all in every 
denomination who are standing for the 
faith once for all delivered to the~saints. 


The Living Dead: Victims of the Nar- 
cotic Evil. By Lilian B. Yeomans, M.D. 
(Gospel Publising House, 
Mo., 10 cents; 3 copies, 25 cents.) This 
country is facing the most serious narcotic 
problem the world has ever known. There 
are as high as 4,000,000 drug addicts in 
the United States alone, and they are 
aptly called “the living dead.” Living, 
for they still dwell among mortals, but 
they are physically dead to clean, whole- 
some living, intellectually dead to clear 
thinking and sound judgment, and mor- 
ally dead, for they have but one com- 
mandment in their code, “Get the drug 
at any cost.” How addicts are made, 
something of what they suffer, and what 
is their only hope of release, is told in a 
calm, dispassionate but startling and con- 
vincing manner by one who has been to 
the very depths, but whose testimony is 
that “the law of the Spirit of life in 
Christ Jesus hath made me free from 
the law of sin and death.” With access 
to the literature and bulletins of the 
International Narcotic Education Associ- 
ation, the author has compiled a valuable 
booklet. She has named and described 
each of the six principal drugs, their 
effect on the user, and how and why in 
spite of legislation against them they are 
smuggled and sold everywhere. The profit 
on these habit-forming drugs is said to 
be enormous, amounting to $2,500,000,000 
Efforts are constantly made to 
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win fresh victims among even the school 
children, and because secretiveness is a 
characteristic of the drug: user and those 
who pander to him, but little is known 
of the danger. The booklet sounds a 
needed warning and merits wide circula- 
tion, 

The New Cambridge Turquoise Type 
Reference Bible. (James Pott and Co., 
395-401 Fourth Ave., New York City, 
$3.50 up.) It is a real joy to all lovers 
of the Word to find a well bound Bible 
with good print. Cambridge Bibles have 
long n wn for their durable bind- 
ing, and now this new edition combines 
the patent “unbreakable back” and un- 
usually large, black, clear type. The 
page is nine and one-eighth inches by five 
and seven-eighths inches, and the different 
styles are less than one and one-haif 
inches thick. A welcome feature is that 
the name of the book and chapter number 
are given at the top outside corner of 
the page, instead of in the center, making 
it easy to find the place, Down the cen- 
ter of the page is a column of references 
and alternative translations of words. 
This is a:pronouncing Bible with a key 
in the front explaining the marks used 
in the text. The King James Version is 
used, and there are several useful maps 
at the back, There are many different 
styles, with and without concordance, 
some printed on Bible paper, others on 
India paper; a few are bound in boards 
or imitation leather, but most of the bind- 
ings are real leather, some with round 
corners even with the pages, and others 
with overlapping edges. One particularly 
beautiful edition that would make an ap- 
propriate gift includes the concordance, 
is printed on India paper, and is bound 
in genuine Morocco limp covers, leather 
lined, with round corners. _This is the 
scrt of Bible that one likes to handle and 
read. It will be especially valuable to 
pastors, Sunday-school teachers, Bible 
school students and teachers, and all 
others who are reading and studying their 
Bibles constantly, The type is so clear, 
and the pages are so attractive that as 
one reads his mind is not distracted by 
details, and is ready*to receive the mes- 
sage of the text itself. 


Dorothy Mary Richard..By Eldon H. 
Martin, M.A. (Fleming H. Revell Co., 
New York, $1.75.) Only now and then 
do we read of such a Christian character 
as Dorothy Richard. Born of simple, de- 
vout parents and raised among the rugged 
hills of northern New England, her gentle 
spirit and wonderful devotion to the Lord 
Jesus Christ brought blessing to untold 
multitudes. In this biography Mr. Eldon 
has let her speak for herself as much 
as possible through the letters she wrote, 
and through those she received. He has 
skillfully divided her life into five chap- 
ters.. The first deals with her life at 
home on the farm; the second with the 
four happy years at Mount Holyoke, 
where her letters are full of love to her 
Lord and tell of her activities in the 
life of the college. It was while there 
that she heard God’s call to Chile and 
signed the Student Volunteer card. The 
next chapter tells of the fruitful years 
spent in missionary work in Chile. Then 
comes a chapter entitled “Olivet.” This 
deals with a great sorrow that came to 
her and how wonderfully she triumphed 
over it through the power of Chrisc. 
Finally we read of her Home-going. Her* 
letters are bright and well written, 
of graphic descriptions of places and 
periences, with touches of humor here 
there, and full of thought for others 
love for Christ. Mr. Eldon has re

Under the Southern Cross. Pen Pic- 
tures of Pioneer Mission Work in South 
America During Twenty-Five Years. 
By John Christiansen. (John Christian- 
sen, 2528 North Spauldj ventie, Chi- 
cago, $1.) After a li Gf mission- 
ary work in the Scandinavian Alliance 
Mission in South America,’ Mr. Chris- 
tiansen gives a noteworthy account of 
the early days and the subsequent history 
of a heroic effort to spread the Gospel 
in the republics of Venezuela and Colom- 
bia. From a small begitming in one 
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station manned by four missionaries and’ 
holding its services in a rented hall; the 
Mission has fought its way:inch by ifich 
against the ignorance and: superstition of 
the people on the one hand, and the in- 
tolerance and often virulent. persécution 
of the priests on the other, to the position 
which it holds today. Its stations now 
number twenty-five, with more than twice 
as many workers and eight churches and 
chapels, and the fascinating story of how 
God has brought about this enlargement 
and has blessed the work is one that wilf 
be found of thrilling interest. In these 
days when missionary effort often falls 
short of the evangelical and evangelistic 
character it once showed as a sine. qua 
non, it is refreshing and heartening to 
find such a work as Mr. Christiansen and 
his associates have been carrying on “un- 
der the Southern Cross.”
